Baltimore. Md.. July 0.— An Immense 


amount of damns™ was done in Haiti-

l>y heavy rains, culminating in a cloud- 
burst in the vicinity oi" Timonium, a 
small station on the Nortlieru Central 
railway, about ton' miles from Balti- 
more. 


The Green Spring, Western Run and

On Lake Roland, one oi' the 
chain of reservoirs belonging to the 
city's water supply, the water depart- 
ment has kept a dredge, valued at. S90. 
000, which has been tied to the bank: 
It is feared that this will be lost, as i; 
seems likely that (.lie bank's of.tlie lake 
will give way.

Council Consents. 


A special meeting was called and 


the council consented to deliver the 
provisions, br.t refused to comply with 
the demand for coal for' the reason 
that the town had' none. 


The mutineers formally raised the 


standard of rebellion and issued the 
following declaration: 


"The crew of the Kniax Potemkin 


notify the foreign powers that tlie'de- 
cisive struggle has begun against the 
Russian government.

his 
magnificent 
gift of $10.000,000 


to a general educational 
fund will 


purchase for him the favor of the peo- 
ple, It is altogether, likely that he will 
be grievously disappointed. 
If, 
'on 


the other hand, he has given this sum. 
knowing that as the possessor ot 
$500,000,000 or more, and as the head 
of the Standard Oil Co., he can nev- 
er expect to enjoy any. degree of pop- 
ularity, and must necessarily live In 
Ithe solltitude of immense 
Wealth, 


without the 
good-will 
of his kind 


• then his gift is truly one of. the most 
remarkable 
examples 
of 
unselfish 


philanthropy the world has ever seen 


., We do not believe that 'this gift ot 
$10,000,000 will serve ' in the least to 
modify the popular judgment.of Mr. 
Rockefeller's 
character 
and 
Mr. 


Rockefeller's wealth. 
A gift of two 


or three hundred millions might pos- 
sibly -have done so, but it will be said 
of this gift of $10,000,000 that it rep- 
resents scarcely one-halt' of one year's 
income and that his total known bene- 
factions, araoimtinpir to 
$30,000,000 


are only a little more 
than 7 per 


. cent of his total wealth conservatively 


.estimated. Inevitably it will be said 
that Mr. Rockefeller has, after all, re- 
stored to the people only a small per- 
' centage of the immense weahh which 
' h'e has accumulated by methods whljfch 


inspire hatred and fear, 


We do not- say that this .feeling is 


justly earnedi It is sufficient'to say 
that it exists and that it will continue 
to exist Uo the end of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's life and even beyond. 


' There is no general hatred of wealth 


in this country. The majority of our 
people are 
small 
capitalists. 
The 


number of those who have saved up 
something against pld age1 and sick- 
ness or for their children is legion. 
There Is even no widespread objec- 
tion to large fortunes. 
But there is 


certainly a growing and very serious 
feeling of distrust of some score or 
so ot colossal fortunes which 
have 


been created in ways which* ihe peo- 
ple feel to have been ways of oppres- 
sion, of discrimination, of .wrong and 
perhaps 
of fraud. 
The 
subject is 


well, summed up in an article by 
Laurence Laughlin, of the University 
of Chicago, endowed by Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, writing 
in the 
July 
Atlantic 


Monthly. We quote one or two para- 
graphs: , 


"The hostility to large fortunes does 


not diminish with time and 
events. 


The violent denunciation of the dis- 
contented classes, or of *he more ex- 
treme Socialists, find an echo in the 
ranks 
of 
the 
more 
conservative 


groups. 
Into these expressions, 
evi- 


dently based on strong convictions, 
has entered the sting arising from a 
passionate .sense of wrong; that these 
enormous accumulations possibly are 
only at the expense of the poor; and 
that women and children go cold and 
hungry in order that others may go 
warmly and live luxuriously. In this 
]toint-of view there is a hoplessness 
which serves 
as 
the 
incentive to 


brute force: to 
wild assaults 
upon 


the bulwarks of property ancl institu- 
tions. What are we coming to? Are 
the times out of joint? Certainly WP 
are forced to face this fact as found 
in the thinking of great numbers of 
people. To say that a man is a multi- 
millionaire is to many equivalent 10 
saying that, he is 
an enemy o£ so- 


'ciety. * «'* The one 
thing that we 


can do and do strenuously is to work 
all together for a higher standard of 
morals and character in the person 
who controls 
the power 
of wealth. 


The indictment of all wealth without 
discrimination is folly, for large for- 
.tunes may be honorably won and hon- 
orably spent; fortunes honorbly 'won 
may be dishonestly spent; 
fortunes 


dishonestly won may 
be honorably 


spent; and fortunes may be dishon- 
orably won and 
dishonorably spent. 


Here is our whole subject in a nut- 
shell,"

45d. as outrageous. Interesting revela- 
tions are made concerning profits ac- 
quired from syndicate - transactions. 
Defiling Avith the question of invest- 
ment of life insurance funds, Mr. Hen- 
<lric!:s recouiincnds complete "nuiUiali- 
jwitioii" and elimination of stock con- 
trol. Only iu that way, he says, can 
the "cancer"' be cured. The report iu 
part follows: 


"Tlic late Henry B. Hyde, father of 


James H. Hyde, was its founder and 
leading .personality iu its creation "and 
•growth until the time of his death. 
which occurred in May, 1SOO. Early in 
tbe bistory of the society he secured a 
majority of the stock, which he con- 
stantly held and transmitted by deed 
of trust to his, son. By reason of his 
stock control and his commanding abil- 
ity be absolutely dominated the society 
in all directions. . 


"Under Ills direction and manage- 


ment the society grew iu public confi- 
dence, and before his death it became 
one1 oC the largest and most extensive 
insurance companies iu the world. As 
business .increased and money, began to 
flow into the treasury and the real or 
apparent surplus began to grow he con- 
ceived the Idea of constructing or buy- 
'Ing otDce buildings in the larger cities 
In this country and also in Europe. 


Mercantile Safe Deposit Company. 
"The present home office building at 


120 Broadway, New York city, was the 
first of these, and It occurred to Mr. 
Hyde that its lower floors would be a 
convenient and desirable place for safe 
deposit vaults and that such business 
would be profitable. 
He therefore 


some time prior to Jan, 1, 1876, organ- 
ized a corporation known as the Mer- 
cantile Safe Deposit company, and ou 
the first day of January, 1S70, the so- 
ciety leased to this Mercantile Safe De- 
posit company rooms and accommoda- 
tions in the Equitable Life building. 
The lease was for twenty-live years, 
from Jan. 1, 1S7G, until Jan. 1, 1001, 
with the privilege to the lessee of re-1 
newing It for twenty-live years more 
at the- expiration of that period. The 
finmml rent reserved was as follows: 
The first $13,000 received by the ten- 
ant as net rental for said vaults, safes, 
places of deposit after the payment of 
all expenses went to the landlord, the 
second ?lo,000 went to the tenant, and 
the balance was equally divided be- 
twceu the landlord and tlie tenant. 


'•This lease was executed on the part 


of the society by H. B. Hyde, presl-, 
dent, and attested by Samuel Borrowe, 
secretary. Thereafter and ou Jan. 9, 
1SS3, seventeen years before the ex- 
piration of the lease above referred to, 
the. society made a new lease with this 
same tenant with no apnnreut reason, 
unless It may be to extend the term 
and have another ofllcer thau H. IX 
Hyde execute It on the part of the so- 
ciety. 
This second lease _provides for 


the same rent and contains substan- 
tially the same conditions as the one 
for which it was substituted. 
It was 


to terminate ou Jan. 1, 1901, but pro- 
vided for two renewals at the option of 
the lessee of fifty years each, which 
will continue it until the year 2001, on 
the same terms and cqndltions contain- 
ed In the old lease. 
This lease was 


signed on the part of the society by 
James. W. Alexander, vice president, 
and William Alexander, secretary. 


• "Again and ou Oct. S, 1000, the so- 
ciety entered into another lease, with 
this same tenant, which was really 
the exercise of a renewal option con- 
tained iu the former lease. The Sat*. 
Deposit company is now in possession 
under this last lease. All these leases 
provide that, the' lessor must make all 
improvements';'' 'alterations and repairs 
nnd must light, heat, water, janitor. 
watch and clean the premises and in- 
cur. all expenses for care and main- 
tenance. Yet it receives only one-half 
of 
the net rental 
from the vaults.

which wo received from the. society do 
not show the payments made or ex- 
penses incurred for alterations in and 
additions to the premises occupied by 
the Mercantile Safe Deposit company 
prior to Sept. 17, 3SOO, but they do 
show an outlay by the society on the 
vaults, boxes, rooms, etc., leased by 
this tenant from Sept. 17, 3890, to Dec. 
31, 1904, inclusive, of $479,900.45. • The 
rents received from the Safe Deposit 
company for the same period were 
$483,372.94, showing a balance in fa. 
vor of the landlord of only $3,403.40. 
But when we take into account .the-ex- 
penses for heat, light, wnter, janitors, 
watelnuen/ cleaning, elevators, etc., it 
is manifest that the society suffered a 
grout loss, whereas the gentlemen in- 
terested in the1 Safe Deposit company 
have licon reaping enormous profits.

Good Thing Extended.,

The report then goes on to tell how 


Mr. Hyde, becoming pleased with the 
safe deposit business, extended .the 
system to Boston and St. Louis, and 
the Equitable footed the bill. 
The 


Equitable society bought a building 
In Boston and leased an adjoining 
building for its use. 
Mr. Hyde, with 


his assistants, on Jan. 1, 1SSO, organ- 
ized u. corporation under the laws of 
Massachusetts and named it the Equi- 
table Safe Deposit company. 
The 


lease to this company is ?1G,000 a 
year.better to the tenant than the one 
to the Mercantile Safe Deposit com 
puny. 
About Nov.' S, 3SS8, another 


corporation known as tbe Security Safe 
Deposit company was organized un 
dor Massachusetts laws and succeed 
ed to the rights of the Equitable Safe 
Deposit company. The Equitable had 
coifetructed a new building in Boston 


"Therefore," says Mr. Hendricks, "on 


Nov. 
8, 1888, the society entered Into 


a new lease of the basement and 
ground floor of the new building iu 
addition to the space already occupied 
by the Equitable Safe Deposit com- 
pany. 
The Equitable society simply 


added the ground floor and baseinonl 
:o the space occupied under the old 
ease without receiving or apparently 
asking any additional rent or com- 
pensation. 
This lease was executed 


ou the part of the society by .James 
W. Alexander, president, and William 
Alexander, vice president 


"No one would anticipate that such 


in arrangement would prove profitable 
:o the society, nnd the expected has 
happened. 
According to a statement 


furnished us by the officers of the so- 
ciety, the receipts of Tent from the 
Equitable Safe Deposit company and 
the Security Safe Deposit company, -its 
successor, from the year 187S to the 
year 1904, both inclusive, amounted 
to $108,283.20. 
This statement con- 


tains no-items of expenditure prior to 
Jan. 0, 1891, but the expenditures and 
payments made by the ^society 'on ac- 
count of alterations ami additions In 
and for the Security Safe Deposit com- 
pany from that date to and Including 
May 1C, 1904, was $102,040.90, very 
much more than the rent received dur- 
ing . that period. 
The Safe Deposit 


company has received ?lCS,2So.20, the 
same as the Equitable society, and the 
additional sum of $10,000 a year since 
Jan. 1, 1SSO, amounting to $300,0.00, or 
a total of $408.285.20, while the Equi- 
table society has paid ont many thou- 
sands of dollars for additions and im- 
provements 
in these vaults, 
safes, 


places of deposit, more than it has re- 
ceived and has also incurred all ex- 
pense for light, heat, water, elevator, 
janitors, watchmen, cleaning, etc. With 
this sort of a 'jug handled' lease it is 
not surprising that the real estate pays 
the society only 1.5S per cent on the 


whole building, while the stock of tho 
Security Safe Deposit company paj-s 
.its owners IS per cent on its capitaliza- 
tion of $200,000."

By this time Mr. Henry B.•• Hy3e 


concluded that he could improve on 
the Boston lease by 154,000 a year ;ln 
his favor as well as that of his friends 
and to the loss of tho Equitable, There- 
fore prior to Nov. 9, 18SS, he caused 
the Equitable society to buy an office- 
building iu St. Lo.uis uud organized a 
corporation which he named the Mis-i 
Eouri Sole Pcyosit .coiupajiy. tuiii .on 
i 


Nov. 
9, 1S8S, liie "society made a''lease 


to this corporation. By this arrange 
ment the society realized only l.SC pe 
. cent. on Its .valuation of this build 
ing (much less than .the investment) 
while the .tenant has had its promises 
practically rent free and-has received 
very large profits from the time of its 
organization until the stock of the Mis 
souri Safe 'Deposit company was sold 
to the society In tho year 1002. 


Leases AH Unfair. 


"The leas« by the Equitable socle 


ty to those three safe deposit compa 
•nles," says Mr. Hendricks, "are ^v 
much alike. They nil contain provi- 
sions with reference to arbitration in 
case of a disagreement between the 
parties as to the expenditures of the 
lessee. 
Three arbitrators are to be 


chosen, one by the lessee, one by the 
lessor nnd the third by the two no 
chosen, and the decision of such arbi- 
trators shall be final ami conclusive up- 
on the parties. When it is clearly un- 
derstood that the 'gentlemen who caus- 
ed the society to make, these long 
leases-at great loss to the society are 
the same men who reap the. profits 
from the leases it is manifest that if 
ever aii arbitration question should 
come up as a matter of form the^so- 
ciety's interests would not be looked 
after. That Is all that need be said. 


"These leases are1 all so one sided, 


unfair and unjust to the-society that 
it is practically impossible to convey 
a clear idea of all their provisions by 
any extract which may be made, for 
it 'is difficult 'to believe that trustees 
of a sacred trust would make such 
contracts against the welfare of the 
society and in their own interests." 


Mr. Hendricks then shows that the 


men who-prolited by these transactions 
were Mr. Hyde and his friends associ- 
ated w'ith him in the"fcontroi oC the so- 
ciety. Continuing, he says: • 


"This is a brief statement of a few 


of the transactions between the Equi- 
table society and seven o£ the ten cor- 
porations which urc advertised as atlil- 
iated companies. Time has not per- 
mitted even a partial investigation of 
Its business relations with Hie' other 
three—viz, the Lawyers' Title Insur- 
ance company, tho Lawyers' Mortgage 
Insurance and the -Franklin National 
bank. 


But the .facts here stated disclose 


a very decided tendency on the part of 


of the directors and officers of 


the society to-sacrifice its Interests In 
order that they may reap the profits 
through tho media ,df these corpora- 
tions. The opportunity was there as 
ivell as the disposition.' and it would re- 
quire a much more" thorough investiga- 
tion than I have been able to make to 
determine the full amount of tho loss 
that the society has suffered at their 
hands. 
Syndicate Transactions In Metropolitan. 


The syndicate transactions conduct-' 


ed by 'James H, Hyde and associates' 
lave been so well advertised through 
:ho press that they have become noto- 
•ious. 
-According to the -evidence of 


\Villiam H. M duty re, the letters of 
\\i\\n, Loeb & Co. to Mr. Hyde and Mr. 
Jyde's correspondence, 'copies of which 
jc-submitted to'lis, the' following are 
the material facts relative to one of 
those transactions:

sion list, discloses the fnct that Mrs. 
Hyde, mother of the vice president,

week thorenl'tor the Equitable society, 
bought the same amount at about 97.' 
This -participation was allotted to these 
men because it was-known they could 
dispose -of them, and when ihey ac- 
cepted the participation they knew 
where th'ey-eonld sell them. 


Society Took Risks. For Nothing, 


"Why sliiiuld the officers of the so- 


ciety ^ make this 3 pei1 cent prolit? 
;Why 'not :i'llow the society itself this 
participation'1 nnd save this $30.001), 
since it .was the intention that it should 
buy the bond's.ii!i;d take the risk? That 
was not contrary ,:to its rules, for it 
was Kive.n a, snjall participation .in 
some of these syndicates. The simple 
truth is', that they "preferred to make 
these;'several profits themselves. 


"Mr. -Hyde and associates raise tho 


point that th'p society did not lose by 
the'purclias'e, of these bonds, but that is 
no excuse "i'oi- them. 
If the market 


weut'.down the society would have lost, 
:ir.d if it went lip the society should get 
the profit. They were trustees. Their 
"first obligation was to. the trust, es- 
tate wluch . they -reii-resented.. 
They 


should not be permitted to make money 
for themselves', .at the loss or even at 
the .risk of tho society. 
Tho profits 


which they;,and tjacli of them realized 
belong tbT'tlie society. 
Mr. Hyde and 


Mr. Alexander scorn to have thought 
so'or .were so advised by. their counsel 
after -the .trouble began, for one of 
these, gentlemen turned over to Mr.

Salaries.

Alexander Blamed. 


"President Alexander lias been con- 


nected with this society for almost 
a lifetime. 
He has ' heretofore had 


the respect and confidence of all who 
iciicwjilm. In his testimony ho stated 
thnt he was not conscious of any 
wrongdoing, and tlint he was led to 
participate iu the syndicate transac- 
tions ol' .'lames II. Hyde aud associates 
by Mr. Hyde without giving the mat- 
ter such serious consideration that it 
deserved. 
The nucontrovei'ted testi- 


mony was that 'ho was a participant. 
in them and accepted his share of the 
proilts. 
He .executed the leases that 


proved to bo so detrimental to the 
society's interests. He was cognizant 
of and approvcd-tlie various subsidiary 
undertaking.-, which we have criticised, 
and by reason thereof has failed to 
meet the obligations imposed upon him 
as chief officer of the society, and it is 
an open question whether he is not 
•disqualified under section 30 of the in- 
surance law from hereafter -holding 
any office in a life insurance company, 
as well as all' :the .other ofllcers and 
directors jvho participated iu these un- 
lawful transactions.

Hyde .Blamed, 


"Mr. Hydr, on the death of his father, 


became the owner of 502 shares. of the 
Equitable society stock and acquired 
thirty-live additional' shares, 'making a 
good working majority. He knew this; 
and others were quickly made aware 
of It. He did not hesitate to extract 
from the society's treasury "$; 
>>.j2,.jOO for 


his stock in tho Missouri Safe Deposit 
company, made valuable only by the

Eliminate Stock Control. 


"During tlie progress of this investi- 


gation a change in'the stock control of 
the society has bceu made, and three 
trustees have been empowered under a 
deed of trust to partially mutnalixe 
the society—that is; it is provided that 
twenty-eight of the directors should bo 
elected by the policy holders, with tlie 
promise that there would be a.reduc- 
tion iu the expenses of the company 
and that the managers would institute 
other reforms in the management of 
the society which would inure to die 
benefit of the policy holders, I do not 
question but what this is the honest 
Intention, of- those who have acquired 
the control of the stock of the society. 
I do-not think, however, that this will 
go far toward restoring tbo confidence 
of the present policy holders or aid in 
procuring new business for tiie society. 
Iu my opinion the only thing that will 
restore that confidence and benefit tbe 
company, will be .the elimination of 
stock control,-and, what'-I. deem of 
equal Importance, the elimination of 
.Wail street control.

Gen. Cobb was born in Crawford 


county, 111., on Sept. 27, 1S2;1, and was 
educated in the Crawford county pub- 
lic schools. 
He began studying law

service as a private in the Illinois 
volunteers. 
The next ten years of 


his life he was a rising young 1111- 
noisl lawyer, and remembered as the 
chief event of those years the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, of whic.h he heard 
the principal speeches. He was pres- 
ent at Lincoln's great speech at Free- 
port, walking l.weirty miles to hear it, 
and stopping at the same hotel with 
the orator of tho day. where he met 
.Lincoln in the parlor and had a talk
